Steamfitters 342: The Nuclear Plant 


By JIM 

A pre-job conference was 
held recently with representa- 
tives of Bechte] Company. They 
outlined their company’s oper- 
ations pertaining to the nu- 
clear “pilot” power plant to be 
built near Livermore. 

This job is located between 
35 and 40 miles from Oakland 
and will take between one year 
and eighteen months to com- 
plete. A total of approximately 
one hundred and sixty building 
tradesmen will be employed on 


this job, of which thirty will be! 


pipefitters and welders. 


The General Electric Comes 
pany plans to build the first 
privately financed pilot plant 


to test a new concept in atomic 
power production. The Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company will 


cooperate in the project and| 
use the power. This plant will 
have an electric capacity of 


about 5,000 KW to test its so- 
called dual-cycle boiling water 
reactor. The reactor will feed 
steam to a turbine generator to 
be installed and operated by 
P. G. & E. This Livermore pilot 
plant will be the forerunner of 
a 180,000 KW plant operated by 
Commonwealth Edison Com- 
pany. This is the result of sev- 
eral years of preliminary stud- 
ies by Commonwealth Edison, 
in association with other elec- 
tric companies.

; The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion pioneered the water-boiler 
type of reactor. It has built a 
jnumber of small experimental 
lunits. Steam from water boiled 
|within such a reactor is de- 
livered directly to a turbine- 
generator, avoiding the need for 
|costly heat exchangers used in 
|most other types of power re- 
|actor. 

The radioactive steam ap- 
parently does little harm to the 
turbine generator but the ordi- 
nary water-boiler has some less 
idesirable characteristics. The 
varying steam levels adversely 
affect the nuclear reaction and 
| sudden rise in steam produc- 
jtion can shut down the reactor 
jentirely. General Electric fig- 
ure its dual-cycle wrinkle, 
which takes off heated water 
from the reactor and recircu- 
lates it, will keep the steam,

\White Bedsheet Eastland As 


Senate's Civil Rights Chief 


The Colorado Labor Advocate expressed in a recent 
editorial the indignation many Americans felt when they 
learned that following the iron law of seniority the U. S. 
Senate had made Senator James O. Eastland of Mississippi 
chairman of what is in effect the civil rights committee of the 
Senate, although its official title is the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. The Colorado Labor Advocate says: 

“That the Senate, through the hollow and cynical sham of 
the socalled seniority system, could have allowed this man, the 
arch foe of the constitutional guarantees of equal and unalien- 
able rights, to assume the chairmanship of a committee pri- 
marily concerned with thé implementation of these rights, is 
something friends of democracy both here and abroad must find 
incredible.” 

The stubborn fact remains, however, that the Constitu- 
tion of the United States contains a great deal more than 
the words in a certain famous document. The true and living 
Constitution is the custom of the country, whether voiced 
officially by whoever the “‘nine old men” in black robes on 
the Supreme bench happen to be; or silently followed in the 
Senate or elsewhere in our vast, ramifying, and ancient 
structure of Government. (For remember, our Government 
is not a young one. If we remember correctly, our Govern- 
ment is the oldest in the world in continuous existence under 
one basic form.) 

It was reported reliably at the time Senator Eastland was 
made chairman of the Judiciary Committee that only 3 times 
in the entire history of the Senate—which means only 3 
times in 167 years!—has the custom of seniority been set 
aside in naming the chairman of a Senate committee. To 
many of us this means an exasperating and illiberal para- 
sitical growth on the living Constitution of the United States. 
But there it is. 

The only possible consolation comes to a liberal when he 
reads the troubles of some country where the living Con- 
stitution is a feekhle thing, not followed automatically, not 
sanctified by generations of habituation. Then for a moment 
you become a conservative, and are glad that the old wheels 
run along so smoothly in the old ruts. 

Take, for example, the hallowed customs of Parliamen- 
tary Law. In our labor unions and councils some of us get 
obstreperous and rebellious at times, but we soon quiet down 
and follow the long established procedures because we know 
that in the hearts and minds of all the other members or 


delegates there is respect for those procedures, and that he| 


who too flagrantly flouts them will lose standing 
fellows. 

It's hard to swallow Senator White Bedsheed Eastland 
as chairman of the committee supposed to watch fanatics 
who wrap themselves in white bedsheets and persecute their 
fellow citizens. But then, it's hard to accept the fact that 
great political structures, civiliation itself rest on the founda- 
tion of long accepted unthinking habit.
